grants to public nuseuns for permanent inprovenents.

Section 295. No contract shall be entered into or
obl i gation i ncurred or any expenditure nade from a
appropriation herein made in Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 6a, 7,
22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 30, 41, 42, 43, 45, 46, 90, and 91, and
until after the purpose and anmount of such expenditure has

been approved in witing by the Governor.

Section 300. The sum of $200,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated fromthe Energency Public
Health Fund to the Departnment of Natural Resources for

research regardi ng nosquitoes and the di seases they spread.

Section 305. Effective date. This Act takes effect on

July 1, 2003.".
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
